5 period of time, the driver'slicense of a person who is convicted of a theft offense
6 involving the failure to pay for motor fuel after the motor fuel was dispensed

7 into avehicle; requiring a court to notify the Motor Vehicle Administration of
8 certain violations involving the theft of motor fudl; requiring a court to notify a
9 person who is convicted of a certain theft offense that the person's driver's

10 license may be suspended; requiring the Chief Judge of the District Court and
11 the Adminigrative Office of the Courts, in conjunction with the Motor Vehicle
12 Administration, to establish certain procedures; providing for a certain hearing
13 on therequest of a licensee under certain circumstances; and generally relating
14 to the suspension of the driver'slicense of a person who is convicted of a theft
15 offense involving the failure to pay for motor fuel after the motor fuel was

10 RECEIPT OF NOTICE DESCRIBED UNDER § 7-104(H) OF THE CRIMINAL LAW ARTICLE
11 THAT AN INDIVIDUAL LICENSED IN THE STATE HAS BEEN CONVICTED OF A

12 VIOLATION UNDER 8§ 7-104 OF THE CRIMINAL LAW ARTICLE FOR A FAILURE TO PAY
